politics Nova Scotia’s 
chief electoral officer has 
asked legal counsel to look

On June 1, NDP Leader 
Darrell Dexter said the 
party would return the 
$45,000 to the trades 
council, saying the party 
was unaware of how the 
money was raised.

Gold rush over 

Canada loses 6-5 in OT to U.S. in classic junior hockey final 


The United States found 
the elusive ingredient to 
win the world junior men’s 
hockey championship. 

A smaller, younger, less 
experienced American 
team than in previous 
years, but one that had 
teamwork and trust in each 
other, edged Canada 6-5 in 
overtime last night to foil 
the host country’s bid to 
win a sixth straight title. 

John Carlson scored the 
winner with a wrist shot at 
4:21 of overtime. It was the 
second goal of the game for 
Carlson, on loan to the U.S. 
team by his American Hock¬ 
ey League team in Hershey. 

Carlson told TSN he gave 
his teammates a pep talk 
going into overtime. 

“I said ‘If you guys were to 
tell me at the beginning of 
the tournament that we’d 
be here right now going in¬ 
to overtime right now for 
the gold medal, anyone in 
the locker-room would have 
taken it,”’ Carlson said. “So I 
think the camaraderie real¬ 
ly helped and we really

pulled together there and 
squeaked out a win.” 

The U.S. got some re¬ 
venge for a 5-4 shootout loss 
against Canada on New 
Year’s Eve that gave the 
hosts a bye to the semifi¬ 
nals. The Americans also 
led that game by two goals 
before allowing Canada to 
send it to overtime. 

“They’re a feisty team, 
they’re a great team and it 
was unbelievable playing 
them on New Year’s Eve 
and now here it was just 
play our game,” Carlson 
said. “We know they’re go¬ 
ing to get chances and score 
goals, that’s how good they 
are. We just needed to play

Last night’s final was the 
first between the two coun¬ 
tries since 2004, when the 
U.S. came from behind to 
beat Canada in Helsinki, 
Finland, for the Americans’ 
first gold medal in the tour¬ 
nament. 

Canada had won it every 
year after that until last 
night. 

Chris Kreider, Jordan 
Schroeder, Jerry D’Amigo 
and U.S. captain Derek 
Stepan also scored for the 
U.S. 

Canada never led in the 
game, but Jordan Eberle of 
the Regina Pats scored a 


pair of goals in the final 
three minutes to tie the 
game and force a 20-minute 
overtime. 

Luke Adam of the Cape 
Breton Screaming Eagles 
and Windsor Spitfires team¬ 
mates Greg Nemisz and Tay¬ 
lor Hall also scored for 
Canada in front of a disap¬ 
pointed sellout crowd of 
15,171 at Credit Union Cen¬ 
tre in Saskatoon. 

Eberle was largely re¬ 
sponsible for keeping Cana¬ 
da’s drive for five titles alive 
in Ottawa last year by scor¬ 
ing with five seconds left in 
the semifinal against Rus¬ 
sia, and again in the 
shootout. 

He scored Canada’s first 
power-play goal of the game 
at 17:11 and followed it up 
with another at 18:25. 

“We battled back the 
whole game but they just 
kept coming,” Eberle told 
TSN. “It’s not easy. We 
showed the heart that we 
had to come back. It’s just 
tough to lose on home ice 
like this.” the Canadian press 


‘Naked’ 
scanners 
come to 
Canada 

security Travellers may 
have to bare it all now that 
the government has 
announced plans to install 
dozens of scanners that can 
peer through clothing at 
airports across Canada, in¬ 
cluding at Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport. 

A watch system will also 
be set up to look for suspi¬ 
cious passengers and tab 
them for further screening. 

“We’ve got to stay ahead 
of the terrorist elements,” 
Transport Minister John 
Baird said yesterday in an¬ 
nouncing plans to buy 44 of 
the $250,000 machines. 

The announcement was 
part of an international re¬ 
sponse to a 
Christmas 
Day attempt 
by a Niger¬ 
ian man to 
blow up a 
jetliner over 
Michigan by 
igniting ex¬ 
plosives 
sewn into his underwear. 

“We must remain 
vigilant,” Baird said. 

Baird and Rob Merrifield, 
minister of state for trans¬ 
port, said the scanners will 
only be used for passengers 
singled out for secondaiy 
screening. And people who 
don’t want to go through 
the machines can choose to 
be frisked instead. 

The scanners will first be 
installed in Vancouver, Cal¬ 
gary, Edmonton, Winnipeg, 
Toronto, Montreal, Ottawa 
and Halifax and will all be 
in place in by spring. 

The machines produce a 
three-dimensional outline 
of a person’s naked body, 
allowing screening officers 
to see whether someone is 
carrying plastic explosives 
or other dangerous items. 

Baird said children under 
the age of 18 won’t have to 
go through the scanners at 
Canadian airports.

Bail hearing set for Ryan Leeds, 24, in New Year's Eve death

Ryan Leeds stared stoically 
at the floor of a Halifax 
provincial courtroom yes¬ 
terday as his defence 
lawyer and the Crown at¬ 
torney set a date for a bail 
hearing. 

The 24-year-old Halifax 
man is charged with 
manslaughter in the death 
of 23-year-old Nathaniel 
Welsh. 

According to Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police, Welsh was 
punched during an alterca¬ 
tion outside a New Year’s 
Eve party at the St. Mark’s 
Community Centre on Rus¬ 
sell Street and fell to the 
ground. 

Police responded to the 
scene shortly after 1 a.m., 
and Welsh was transported 
to the QEII Health Sciences 
Centre with life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. He never re¬ 
gained consciousness and 
succumbed to his injuries 
Saturday. 

According to police 
spokeswoman Theresa 
Rath, no weapons were 
used in the fight and no 
other suspects are being 
sought. 

Leeds turned himself 
over to police early Sunday 
evening and has been in 
custody since. He was 
charged with one count of 
manslaughter and one 
count of breaching recog¬ 
nizance late Monday after¬ 
noon.

pearance yesterday, Leeds’ 
lawyer, Trevor McGuigan, 
requested that his client’s 
bail hearing be postponed 
until tomorrow, when

“We’d like to have as 
much disclosure as possi¬ 
ble before going ahead 
with the bail hearing,” 
McGuigan told reporters 
outside of court. 

“I know that there are at 
least a couple of state¬ 
ments that have been tak¬ 
en by police, which I don’t 
have, so, once those are 
available, I’d like to have 
those.” 

Leeds is before the court 


on another matter in 
March as he’s facing 
charges stemming from an 
incident last April, includ¬ 
ing dangerous driving and 
assault with a weapon. 

As for the victim, he was 
due in Dartmouth provin¬ 
cial court Jan. 26 on a 
dozen charges, including 
break and enter, assault 
and uttering threats. 

Leeds has been remand¬ 
ed to the Burnside jail 
pending his bail hearing 
tomorrow afternoon. 


Woman sues diocese over alleged sex abuse 


lawsuit A Halifax woman 
has filed a lawsuit against a 
Roman Catholic diocese in 
Nova Scotia, alleging she 
endured nearly a decade of 
sexual assaults by a priest 
who took her in as a little 
girl and forced her to call 
him uncle. 

Linda Deschamp claims 
in the suit filed in the 
province’s Supreme Court 
the cycle of abuse began af¬ 
ter Rev. Raoul Deveau of¬ 
fered her a job cleaning the 
rectory in the small com¬ 
munity of Shelburne when 
she was 11 years old. 

Deschamp alleges in the 
statement of claim when 
she went to the rectory, she 
was repeatedly sexually as-

The suit names the dio¬ 
cese of Yarmouth and Hali¬ 
fax Archbishop Anthony 
Mancini, who oversees the 
diocese, as defendants and 
claims the church failed to 
intervene and “stop this 
improper relationship.” 

“Linda feels that the dio¬ 
cese is responsible for what 
happened to her,” McKig¬ 
gan said. 

He states in the five-page 
claim that a bishop presid¬ 
ing over Deveau’s parishes 
relocated the priest after 
receiving complaints over 
his alleged “sexual miscon¬ 
duct” involving another fe¬ 
male child. 

The statement says Bish¬ 
op Austin Burke assigned 


Deveau to the St. Thomas 
parish where Deschamp 
lived. 

When reached at home, 
Burke confirmed he was 
the bishop in the Yarmouth 
area and that he knew De¬ 
veau. But he said he was 
unaware of the lawsuit and 
its allegations. He declined 
further comment.

Province set to spend 
up to $40M on land 
owned by Irving Ltd. 


purchase The Nova Scotia 
government is poised to 
spend up to $40 million to 
buy land from New 
Brunswick’s J.D. Irving 
Ltd., but the minister of 
natural resources said yes¬ 
terday he couldn’t say how 
much real estate is on the 
table because 
the deal has 
yet to be com¬ 
pleted. 

“We 

haven’t really 
completed 
the legal side 
of this,” John 
MacDonell 
said. “There’s 
a possibility 
that some of 
these parcels 
may drop off the table ... if 
there turns out to be a title 
issue.” 

He said a formal an¬ 
nouncement was planned 
for later this month, but 
the news leaked out when 
the government revealed 
the basic details in a bland 
cabinet order, dated Dec. 
21, posted on its own web¬ 
site. 


The 20 parcels of land 
the government is hoping 
to buy are in the counties 
of Annapolis, Digby, 
Yarmouth and Cumber¬ 
land. 

MacDonell said the land 
would help the govern¬ 
ment meet its stated goal 
of restoring 
at least 12 
per cent of 
Nova Scotia’s 
land mass to 
Crown own¬ 
ership by 
2015. 

He said the 
land would 
be preserved 
for future 
generations 
to enjoy. 

Last year, J.D. Irving Ltd. 
confirmed it was trying to 
sell 69,000 hectares of tim- 
berland in the western No¬ 
va Scotia counties of Digby, 
Annapolis and Yarmouth. 

The asking price for that 
land was not revealed, but 
it was believed at the time 
that the Irvings wanted 
about $100 million.

“I think polls have been 
pretty clear that that’s not 
on the top of the 
radar of most 
Canadians,” Harp¬ 
er said in an inter¬ 
view with CBC-TV 
correspondent Pe¬ 
ter Mansbridge. 

The govern¬ 
ment had been on 
the defensive late 
last year over alle¬ 
gations that it 
tried to cover up 
information that Afghan 
authorities were abusing 
Afghan detainees after 
they were handed over by 
Canadian soldiers. And op¬ 
position MPs say Harper 
decided to suspend Parlia¬ 
ment until March to shut 
down a House of Commons 
committee probing the de¬ 
tainee controversy. 

But Harper said Canadi¬ 
ans are more interested in 
the recession battering the 


country. “What’s on the 
radar is the economy.” 

The Prime Minister said 
his government wants to 
focus on economic condi¬ 
tions when Parliament re¬ 
opens on March 3 with a 
speech from the throne 
and a budget the next day. 

But there’s no 
doubt the opposi¬ 
tion parties will re¬ 
turn to the Afghan 
detainee issue in 
March, he said. 
“They’ve been on 
that subject for 
three or four years 
now. I’m sure 
they’ll continue 
on it.” 

In his first public 
comments on his decision 
to close down Parliament 
for the second time in a lit¬ 
tle over a year, Harper in¬ 
sisted it was a “routine con¬ 
stitutional matter” if the 
government isn’t threat¬ 
ened with defeat by other 
parties in the Commons. 

“We want to take some 
time to recalibrate the gov¬ 
ernment’s agenda” on the 
economy and other poli¬ 
cies, the Prime Minister 


said. He didn’t name the 
other priority issues, but 
Conservatives have said 
law-and-order legislation 
will feature prominently in 
the next session. 

He also said the govern¬ 
ment will quickly fill va¬ 
cancies in the Senate to 
make it harder for Liberal 
senators to make changes 
to Conservative legislation 
approved in the Commons. 

On the question of re¬ 
aligning airline security in 
the wake of the latest ter¬ 
rorist scare in the United 
States, Harper said security 
measures in Canada will 
have to become tighter. 

“We don’t have to take 
identical measures (as the 
U.S.), but we certainly have 
to undertake measures 
that would prevent any 
similar kind of threat in 
Canada.” 

Ottawa will examine the 
14-country terrorist watch 
list announced by the U.S. 
in recent days to see if 
Canada should adopt this 
approach. But “we may ar¬ 
rive at different conclu¬ 
sions,” Harper said.

A screw-up that could have

U.S. President Barack Obama on the 
I failure to prevent attempted bombing 


Washington U.S. President 
Barack Obama asserted yes¬ 
terday the government had 
enough information to foil 
the attempted bombing on 
a Christmas Day airline 
flight but intelligence agen¬ 
cies “failed to connect those 
dots” and left nearly 300 
passengers and crew in per¬ 
il. 

Obama called that unac¬ 
ceptable. “I will not tolerate 
it,” he said. 

The accused attacker, 23- 
year-old Nigerian Umar 
Faroulc Abdulmutallab, has 
claimed ties to al-Qaida. 
Witnesses said he ignited 
an explosive mixture but it 
failed to do serious damage 
to the Northwest jetliner or 
its passengers, and he was 
subdued by other passen¬ 
gers and airline crew mem¬ 
bers on the Detroit-bound 
Northwest Airlines flight. 

Obama, speaking after 
meeting with his Cabinet 
and national security team, 


declared, “We have to do 
better, and we will do bet¬ 
ter. And we will do it quick¬ 
ly.” 

But while he expressed 
clear displeasure with the 
U.S. failure to prevent the 
suspect from boarding a 
U.S.-bound flight, Obama 
did not announce any fir¬ 
ings or job reassignments. 

According to a White 
House statement released 
later, Obama told his gath¬ 
ering of officials: “This was 
a screw-up that could have 
been disastrous. We dodged 
a bullet but just barely. It 
was averted by brave indi¬ 
viduals, not because the sys¬ 
tem worked, and that is not 
acceptable.” 

Obama also said he was 


suspending the transfer of 
Guantanamo detainees to 
Yemen. The Christmas at¬ 
tack has raised concerns 
about Yemen, because the 
Nigerian man has claimed 
to have been acting on in¬ 
structions from al-Qaida op¬ 
eratives in that country. 

Nearly half of the 198 ter¬ 
ror suspect detainees held 
at Guantanamo Bay in Cuba 
are from Yemen. But Oba¬ 
ma reiterated his vow to 
eventually close the camp. 

“Make no mistake, we 
will close Guantanamo 
prison,” Obama said. The 
camp, he said, “was an ex¬ 
plicit rationale for the for¬ 
mation of al-Qaida” operat¬ 
ing in Yemen.

Hubble looks 
at universe's 
baby picture 

space The U.S. Hubble 
Space Telescope has 
captured the earliest image 
yet of the universe —just 
600 million years after the 
Big Bang, when the 
universe was just a toddler. 
Scientists released the pho¬ 
to yesterday. It is the most 
complete picture of the ear¬ 
ly universe so far, showing 
galaxies with stars that are 
already hundreds of 
millions of years old, along 
with the unmistakable pri¬ 
mordial signs of the first 
cluster of stars. Until 
NASA’s Hubble telescope 
was repaired and upgraded 
last year, the farthest back 
in time that astronomers 
could see was about 900 
million years after the Big 
Bang, one scientist said. 
Hubble has been key in 
helping determine the age 
of the universe at about 
13.7 billion years.

There’s a new gunslinger in Alberta 



ere we go again. 
Alberta, which 

- spawns right- 

wing parties like 
it sprouts oil 
wells, has given birth to an¬ 
other: The Wildrose Al¬ 
liance Party. 

If you’re keeping score, 
that’s three: Social Credit, 


Reform, and now this. 

What is it about Alberta 
that fosters a live-free-or-die 
attitude among its citizens? 
Maybe it should be desig¬ 
nated a distinct society, like 
Quebec or Newfoundland. 

If you’ve never heard of 
Wildrose, don’t feel bad. 
Until the day before yester¬ 
day, it had exactly one seat 
in the 83-seat Alberta legis¬ 
lature, while the Perpetual 
Conservatives, who have 
governed uninterrupted for 
38 years, had 70. 

Well, pardner, all that 
changed when two Tory 
MLAs, fed up with the dank 
obscurity of the back 


bench, rode their 15 min¬ 
utes of fame across the floor 
of the house, and the Wil¬ 
drose vaulted over the NDP 
to become the third largest 
party in Alberta, even 
though it won’t be two 
years old until Jan. 19. 

So people are starting to 
take notice. There’s even a 
chance Wildrose will in¬ 
crease its elected caucus to 
four as former Toiy Guy 
Boutilier, cast into the ranks 
of independents by a wrath¬ 
ful Premier Ed Stelmach 
last summer for daring to 
complain out loud, gleefully 
ponders casting his lot with 
Wildrose before the legisla¬ 


ture opens next month. 

That means Wildrose 
would automatically enjoy 
full legislative privileges, 
unlike the socialists, who 
have a key to the washroom 
only because the Speaker 
has taken pity on them. 

You’re also forgiven if you 
think you’ve seen this 
movie before. Wildrose rose 
from the ashes of the Alber¬ 
ta Alliance, which itself rose 
from the ashes of the Re¬ 
form Party, and down there 
somewhere, lurks the ghost 
of Bible Bill Aberhart, the fa¬ 
ther of Social Credit. 

However, the new face of 
Social Credit/Reform/Al¬ 


liance is the infinitely more 
attractive Danielle Smith, 
who, while fiscally conser¬ 
vative, is media savvy and a 
celebrated alum of Calgary 
Inc.’s 40 Under 40. Unlike 
the previous generation of 
Reform/Alliance media 
beefheads, Smith under¬ 
stands modem media rela¬ 
tions, and is not about to be 
trapped into the macho, ho¬ 
mophobic, white suprema¬ 
cist self-destruction com¬ 
mon to the clan. 

Still, is there room for 
two parties on the right, 
even in Alberta, where 
there’s apparently room for 
anything? Stephen Harper 


didn’t think so, and he got 
to be prime minister by 
uniting the right, even if 
the earliest fusion, the 
Canadian Conservative Re¬ 
form Alliance, came to 
CCRAP when you added the 
word “party,” which, of 
course, eveiybody did. 

But don’t think Stelmach 
isn’t looking over his shoul¬ 
der. There’s a new gun¬ 
slinger in Wildrose Coun¬ 
try, and in a delightful 21st- 
centuiy twist, she’s a 
woman.

Google’s smartphone 
hits the market in U.S. 


Hype, high price may hurt Nexus One's appeal 


Google Inc. began selling 
its own mobile phone yes¬ 
terday, a much-anticipated 
move aimed at protecting 
its online advertising em¬ 
pire as people increasingly 
surf the web on handsets 
instead of personal 
computers — but Canadi¬ 
ans will have to wait until 
they can order one. 

The Nexus One joins 
about 20 other mobile de¬ 
vices that already run on 
Android, the mobile oper¬ 
ating system that Google 
introduced in 2007 to 
make it easier to connect 
to its services and other 
web sites away from home 
or the office. 

Google designed the 
touch-screen phone in 
partnership with Taiwan's 
HTC Corp., which made 
the first Android-powered 
phone and will manufac¬ 
ture this one, too. Google 
will handle all sales online 


Android 

Until now, Google has 
been content to let other 
companies design the de¬ 
vices relying on Android. 
And those devices thus far 
have largely been distrib¬ 
uted like most other mobile 
phones, tethered to major 
wireless carriers that typi¬ 
cally require buyers to lock 
into two-year contracts in 
return for discounts. 

and has no plans to let con¬ 
sumers check out the 
Nexus One in retail stores. 

The Nexus One has been 
in the hands of Google em¬ 
ployees for the past three 
weeks, triggering media 
speculation and anticipa¬ 
tion for the company's first 
attempt to peddle a con¬ 
sumer electronics device. 

Given the hype, the 
Nexus One could be a bit of 


a letdown because it only 
takes a few steps beyond 
what's already possible on 
handheld devices. And the 
Nexus One's standard price 
of $529 US may lessen its 
appeal. 

On Twitter, a Google 
Canada spokesperson of¬ 
fered the company's ra¬ 
tionale for not launching 
the phone in Canada yet: 
“We're gradually launch¬ 
ing in different places to 
get user feedback and en¬ 
sure smooth ordering,” the 
spokesperson said.

A baby-faced Alexandre 
Bilodeau was oozing with 
confidence as he stood 
atop the Olympic moguls 
run in Turin. 

About a month before 
the 2006 Games, the 
teenager had become the 
youngest man ever to win 
a World Cup moguls 
event. He captured a sec¬ 
ond gold only days before 
the Olympics. 

With only a handful of 
World Cup competitions 
under his belt, Bilodeau 
had quickly surged to No. 
2 in the world and was a 
genuine Olympic medal 
contender. 

It all happened so fast it 
almost seemed easy, he 
now admits. 

Almost. 

“My run was great, I had 
just one mistake, which 
cost me a lot,” said 
Bilodeau, now 22, who 
missed his second jump in 
Turin and tumbled to an 
llth-place finish. 

“I will always remember 
the mistake and I won’t 


do it again.” 

Today, the reigning 
World Cup champ isn’t ex¬ 
actly grizzled, but he is 
wiser and even more ac¬ 
complished than the self- 
described “young pup” 
version of himself that 
competed in Turin. 

“Before 2006, I didn’t 
know what the Olympics 
were all about,” said 
Bilodeau, whose eyes 
widen when he starts talk¬ 
ing about the Games. 

“You’ve got four years to 
train for one thing.” 

The Rosemere, Que. na¬ 
tive is now gunning for 
that next shot at an 
Olympic medal. 

Since his first Olympic 
appearance, Bilodeau’s ca¬ 
reer has soared in a 
judged discipline that 
awards points to athletes 


based on their technique 
for navigating the moguls, 
their execution of two aer¬ 
ial tricks and how fast 
they can tear down the 
hill. 

Bilodeau finished the 
2005-06 season ranked 
second in the world and 
was named FIS rookie of 
the year. The following 
season he finished at No. 
3, and in 2007-08 he was 
No. 4. 

Last season, he exploded 
on the World Cup hills, 
winning five golds and 
three silvers in nine starts 
en route to the champi¬ 
onship.

Yaris is sharp 


The exchange at Toyota 
Canada began like any 
other — sign the 
paperwork, grab the keys, 
go out and find my test ve¬ 
hicle. 

But when I went to press 
the key fob to flash the 
lights and identify the cor¬ 
rect Yaris, I realized there 
was no fob and no buttons 
— just a plain old key. It 
was then I sensed trouble. 

Parked in front of me 
was the 2010 Yaris three- 
door CE Hatchback, in all 
but its most basic trim. 

No keyless entry, no 
power locks, no power 
windows and when I sat 
down to adjust the mir¬ 
rors, found no power ad¬ 
justments here either. 

In fact, the only options 
were a four-speed automat¬ 
ic transmission that added 
$1,000 to the base price of

$13,620, and air condition¬ 
ing for another $1,155. 

Despite the challenges of 
running around locking 
and unlocking doors, 
rolling up windows (thank¬ 
fully I didn’t have the five- 
door) and fiddling with the 
side mirrors, I was im¬ 
pressed that Toyota includ¬ 


ed such a stripped-down 
model in its press 
fleet. 

Sure you can or¬ 
der the Yaris 
Hatchback as a 
fully-loaded, 
five-door RS 
with the nec¬ 
essary power 
doodads, in¬ 
dash six-CD 
changer, alu¬ 
minum alloys 
and more, but that 
brings the price to $20,555 
— more than many would 
expect to pay for an entry- 
level subcompact. 

Driving the base car, on 
the other hand, focuses 
one’s mind more squarely 
on the driving experience, 
not the gadgets. My first 
impression was that the 
Yaris Hatch is a sharp little 
car. More handsome than 


its sibling four-door 
sedan, more chic than the 
Echo, which it replaced, 
and light years more styl¬ 
ish than the Tercel, which 
preceded all of these as 
Toyota’s subcompact offer¬ 
ing. 

It’s stubby nose, short 
front and rear overhangs, 
and protruding wheel 
arches give the Yaris Hatch 


a sporty, 
firmly- 
planted, 
four-square stance. 

Inside, the base unit is 
fairly spartan, with a sim¬ 
ple hooded instrument 
panel in the centre of the 
dash and a two-speaker 
AM/FM/CD sound system 
and three large knobs for 
climate control.

Egg and Bacon 
Spaghetti 

INGREDIENTS: 

14 oz (400 g) spaghetti 
3 1/2 oz (100 g) frozen peas 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) bacon 
strips, cut into 1/2-in. (1 
cm) pieces 

6 scallions, sliced 
1/2 cup (125 mL) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

4 eggs 

6 3/4 tbsp (100 mL) ricotta 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Cook pasta according to 
package instructions. Add 
peas for final 3 minutes of 
cooking, returning water 
to boil. 

2. Put bacon pieces into 
flying pan and diy-fiy over 
medium heat, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, until lightly 
browned and crispy. Drain 
off excess fat from pan, 


leaving about 1 tsp (5 mL). 
Add scallions and cook 
gently until just soft. 

3. Put Parmesan cheese in¬ 
to bowl with eggs and 
ricotta cheese. Season 
with ground black pepper 
and beat with fork. 

4. Drain spaghetti and 
peas; return to hot, empty 
pot with bacon and 
scallions. Off heat, add egg 
mixture and toss 
thoroughly; eggs will 
thicken in residual heat 
for creamy sauce. Turn in¬ 
to serving bowl and serve.
